‘Silver Ore Assaying $800 a Ton 
Is Examined by Geologists; 
Jack Sarcee Makes Discovery 


Special to The Bulictin, 

Fitzgerald, Ajta., July 30—-Via 
MeMurray, Alin., Aug. 2—That a 
find of silver in the Barren lands, 
northeast of this point, bas been 
made which will be at least on a 
par with the silver mines of nor- 
thern Ontario is the word which 
has just reached here and which 
is substantiated by samples of 
silver ore brought into the nor- 
thern trading company's post here 
“by Jack Sarcee, prospector of this 
pdint. 

The ore was gone over carefully 
by both the well-known northern 
geologists, Dr. Hume and Dr. 
O'Neill, who pronounced the find 
as being very valuable, The exam- 
inations made by the geologists 
were conducted independently and 
at different times, one stating that 
the ore would run $800 to the ton 
while the other enginecr estimated 
it at $775. It is high grade free 
milling ore, and in common with 
the substantiation of the fact that 
oll exists at Fort Norman in ecom- 
mercial quantities is one of the 
biggest things which has happen- 
ed in the north for many years, 

Word to this effect was publish- 
ed in The Bulletin last fall when 
Mr, Sarcee brought in word of his 
discovery, Since that time he has 
made a number of trips out into 
the barrens and the samples he 
brought back indicate without a 
doubt that he has discovered 
something more than a pocket of 
“bot air.” 

Jack Sarcee is a quiet unassum- 
ing northerner, one of the type 
who acis rather than talks but it 
is patent that he had made a dis- 
covery which is likely to vhange 
conditions in the northern g@mpire. 
Me is known personally to Col, J. 
K. Cornwall, Jack McLellan and 
other old-timers of the North 
Country and they and others who 
know the man his record state 
that no doubt whatever exists but 
that he has the “real thing.” 

Mr, Sarcee is now in Fitzgerald

On the face of it this table of 
comparisons seems to show that 
the countrymen of George Wasli- 
ington are perpetuating his tradi 
tion more faithfully than their 
neighbors when it comes to telling 
the Government how much money | 
they make in a year, There are} 
about twelve times as many peo- | 
ple in the United States as there | 
are in Canada, but nearly forty | 
times as many pay income taxes in 
the republic as in the Dominion, 
Ti is claimed that only ten per | 
cent. of Canadians who earn in- 
vomes pay income taxes, while 
thirty-three per cent. of the in- 
come-earning citizens of the Unit- 
ed States contribute to the Gov- 
ernment levy. Or putting it an- 
other way, one in seventeen of the 
residents of the Republic pay, 
while only one in forty-five of the | 
residents of Canada pay. Taken| 
off-hand, and viewed from the! 
Canadian standpoint, the eompari- | 
son seems to be about as ‘‘odious’’| 
as the tax, 

But before Canadians are sum- 
marily eonvicted of wholesale and 
deliberate tax-dodging there are 
a few factors to be taken into con- 
sideration, Salaries in this coun- 
try are generally lower than in the 
United States, while the cost of 
living is quite as high. That does 
not affect the liability of the in- 
dividual, but it does affect his 
ability to pay. A Canadian who 
yets #2,000 per year is much less 
rble to pay than a man in the Un- 
ited States who gets $4,000 per | 
year, yet they are in the same class 
so far as income taxes are con- 
cored. It is to be suspected that | 
o good many Canadians dodge thet 
tax because they eannot pay it, | 
while residents of the Republic | 
falling within the same category 
are wble to pay, and find it better 
to do so than take chances on be- 
ing fined. Paying taxes is not al- 
together a matter of inclination, 
With the best will in the world 
taxes cannot be paid out of an 
empty pocket, and the harder and 
more uncertain the conditions the 
stronger pressure the taxpayer is 
unfler (to get out of paying any- 
thing he ean avoid. 

The United States Government 
goes after income taxes more vig- 
orously than the Canadian author- 
ities. Here every man is his own 
assessor and collector so far as in- | 
come taxes are concerned, He is

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The Organization in Control | 


It can be said of the Alberta Legislature at its 


recent session that it ran absolutely true to form 
Criticism directed at the small amount and char 
acter of the discussion that took place over the 
passing of the confiscatory Wheat Board Act 
would be in order if the members of the Legisla- 
ture—speaking of the controlling majority—had 
been elected on the generally accepted principles 
of representative and responsible government. As 
those principles are generally understood, the 
member elected by the vote of the majority has 
been selected as a candidate in the first place be- 
cause of presumed special fitness for the duties (o 
be assumed in case of success, When elected he 
becomes one of a deliberative body whose conclu 
sions are reached in some measure at least on the 
presentation of their varying views by the several! 
members, always having regard to the opinions of 
the majority of the electors as expressed at the 
polls by the election of the several members. The 
elected member is assumed to be responsible to 
the whole of the electorate for the decisions to 
which he gives effect by his vote. 

But these are not the principles upon which the 
majority of the ‘Alberta legislature was elected. 
Possibly the best way of showing the difference 
between the old idea and the new—between the 
‘Liberal’ and ‘‘Progressive” ideals of represen 
tative government would tbe to quote from the 
U.F.A. platform used in the elections of July, 1921, 
upon which platform the members now sitting in 
the Legislature were elected. The following is an 
extract from a leaflet used in the candidature of 
Mr. Jackman in the Edmonton contest, which stat 
ed the U.F.A, platform in full :;— 

“Believing that individual citizenship ean 
only be made efficient and effective through 
the vehicle of systematically organized 
groups; 

“We, the United Farmers of Alberta, base 
our hope of developing a social influence and 
& progressive force on becoming a stabilized 
efficient organization. We therefore place 
primary emphasis on organization 

‘Our organization is continuously hm auth 
ority, and while through it we formulate dee 
larations of principles or a so-called platform 
these are at all times subject to change by 
the organization, 

‘*We are a group of citizens going into poli 
tical action as an organization. Our elected 
representatives are at all times answerable to 
the organization. Each elected representative 
is answerable directly to the organization in 
the constituency that elected him.’’ 

If the attitude of the members of the majority 
in the Legislature, and of the Government as well, 
is considered in the light of the foregoing dechanas 
tion of the responsibility of the elected members 
to the organization and not to the people, it will 
be much better understood and appreciated 
Clearly the members—ineluding the Government 
—were there to do as they were told and not as 
they might think best: the presentation of facts 
in the course of consideration or discussion had 
nothing to do with the case. The elections estab 
lished control by the organization, and the respon 
sibility of the members to the organization. Once
